OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—The com- 

pletion of the airways landing 
fields from Winnipeg to Vancou- 
ver, and a partial recovery of the 

Royal Canadian Air Force  to- 
wards its pre-depression status 
are planned for under the new 
estimates for aviation tabled in 
parliament yesterday. 

“The airways will be completed 
this year,” stated Hon. Ian Mac- 
kenzie, minister of national de- 
fence, ‘‘and the increase in the civil 
aviation vote is to provide for this. 
The increase in the Royal Canadian 
Air Force is intended to replace 
some of the deficiencies since 1932.” 

The civil aviation vote is increas- 
ed from $752,364 to $1,252,800 and 
the R_ C. A, F. vote is increased 
from $3,130,000 to $4,130,000. In 1932 
the former government slashed the 
R. C. A. F. votes and the force has 
been on a purious basis ever 
since. It is not the intention to buy 
new machines, but to carry out 
needed repairs and maintenance. 
Whether there would be any in- 
crease in personnel to offset the of- 
ficers and men dismissed in 1932 ss 
not yet known.

BRITAIN WILL 
CLING TO ITS 
OWN EMPIRE 


No Part Will be Handed 
Over to Any Foreign 
Power

LONDON, Feb. 12.—Britain is 
not handing over any part of her 
Empire to foreign powers. Two 
specific questions on the point 
were put to J. H. Thomas, secre- 
tary for the colonies, in the 

House of Commons this afternoon, 
one from a Conservative and one 
from a Liberal. 

Sir Henry Page Croft, Conserva- 
tive, asked whether Mr. Thomas 
was prepared to give assurance that 
His Majesty's. government has not 
considered nor is considering hand- 
ing over any British colonies, eith- 
er under a mandate or otherwise, to 
a foreign power. He also wished 
assurance the government was not 
prepared to make the British col- 
onies subject for barter in any 
world conference. 


CALLS ATTENTION 


Geoffrey Mander, Liberal, asked 
whether Mr. Thomas’ attention had 
been called to a speech in Berlin 
by Dr. Goebbels, German minister 
of propoganda, on Jan. 17, in which 
it was stated the time would come 
when Germany would demand her 
colonies back. 

Mr. Mander asked assurance, 
“That the British government has 
no intention of handing over to the 
German government any of the 
territories held under a British 
mandate.” He also sought confirma- 
tion of previous government declar- 
ations on this subject. 

Mr. Thomas, formerly Domin- 
ions sccertary, answered both 
questions together. 

“The British government,” he 
said, “has not considered nor is 
considering handing over any 
British colonies or territories 
under mandate.” 


LOUDLY CHEERED 


This statement provoked long 
cheers from government bezches 
| and Sir Henry Page Croft jumped 


to his feet with the observation that 
the statement would be received 
with gratification and relief 
throughout the whole empire.

Howson Charges 
Government Has

Storm in Legislature Subsides When Gov-, 
ernment Steam-rollers United Opposi- 


tion Into Submission 
Flat refusal of the government to table correspondence 
between the provincial government and Major Clifford H. 
Douglas, its chief reconstruction expert, provoked a storm 
in the legislature on Tuesday that raged for half an hour 
and only subsided when the government steam-rollered the 
united opposition into submission on a recorded vote of 55 


to seven. 

Despite assurances that there was 
no hurry for the tabling of the 
documents and that every facility 
would be given the government for 
withholding them until even the 
close of the session, the proposal 
was summarily rejected by the ad- 
ministration, 

W. R. Howson, K.C., Alberta 
Liberal leader; D. M. Duggan, Al- 
berta Conservative leader and 
George H. Van Allen, K.C., Lib- 
eral, Edmonton, al} united in ef- 
forts to persuade the government 
t table the correspondence. 
Even the charge by Mr. Howson 
thet there must be something to 
conceal if the documents were 
not produced, failed to budge the 
government.

FIRST DIVISION 

It was the first time this 
sion a division had been taken and 
the unusual, though not unique 
spectacle of every member in his 
Seat was witnessed, This being the 
case, Mr. Speaker did not have to.

ALBERTA WINS PRIZES 

“During the year 1935 Alberta 
buttermakers brought honor to the 
province by winning 570 prizes in 
the ten largest butter exhibits in 
Canada as compared with 124 
prizes in 1934, I am proud of the 
position we havé gained and I 1. 
it will be continued this year,” 
Sweeney stated. 

“As regards cream grading the 
department has checked the pro» 
ducer more closely in this regard. 
In 1935, some 1,694 visits were 
made to creameries and 23,118 
samples of cream were checked for 
butterfat content as compared to 
14,381 in 1934, and 7,428 in 1933. 
Pamphlets on cream _ production 
were sent out to the 40,000 cream 
producers in Alberta and meetings 
were held in five centres to discuss 
cream grading and buttermaking.

SOLIDLY BEHIND 

His organization was now solid- 
ly behind the new regulations, de- 
clared R. H. M. Bailey, managing- 
director of the Alberta Milk and 
Cream Producers Association and 
chairman of the milk section of the 
National Milk Producers Associa- 
tion of Canada. He admitted that 
originally he had been opposed to 
the bylaw, but that after it had 
been thoroughly explained he was 
in favor of it. Regulations provide 
for two separate gradings for pas- 
teurized and unpasteurized milk. 


VOICE PRO.LEST 

Appearing for the Loyal Protest- 
ant Women and the central council 
of the Social Credit party, respec- 
tively, Mrs. Strang and J. J. McGee 
protested the bylaw on the grounds 
that it necessitated new equipment 
and would eventually put the small 
dairyman out of business.

[Might Have 


Started War 
Over Europe 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12. — The 
whole of Europe might be at 
war today if the Canadian 
government had not repudiat- 
ed and disowned the Riddell 
oil sanction proposal at Gen- 
eva in November, Premier 
King advised the House of 
Commons Tuesday. 


Reviewing the suggestion of W. 
A. Riddell, Canadian representa- 
tive at the league, that oil sanc- 
tions be imposed against Italy as 
an aggressor nation, the Prime 
Minister said it was not the plan 
of the Canadian government, but 
Riddell's personal viewpoint, The 
fact was, Mr. King said, that Rid- 
dell had been cabled to make no 
committments involving Canada 
without express instructions, but 
had not waited long enough to re- 
ceive the cable before making his 
suggestions, 

Throughout the world, Mr. King 
said, application of an oil embargo 
against Italy became known as the 
Canadian plan, and this fact alone 
made it necessary to repudiate it 
as an official suggestion. It was 
significant to note the sanction was 
not applied after the repudiation 
and a European war did not de- 
velop. 

DANGEROUS STEP : 

It would be a dangerous step for 
Canada, said the Prime Minister, 
to attempt to regulate a European 
war. Was that Canada’s place at 
Geneva? he asked. 

The Prime Minister took part in 
the address debate, speaking alto- 
gether about three hours. He had 
numerous clashes with Conserva- 
tive Leader Bennett, who accused 
him several times of misrepresent- 
ation. Mr. Bennett five or six 
times raised points of order, usual- 
ly on some election echo.

STANDING ON THE PROMISES 


If any expectant voter was disturbed by 
doubts on reading declarations by Mr. Unwin 
and Mr. Lampley that nobody had promised 
him $25 a month in Social Credit dividends, let 
him be reassured.

REMINDERS 

The Dominion elections last September

Quite aside from the misrepresentations with

Well, we are off to a good start now with 
the First Session of the Eighth Legislative 
Assembly in Alberta. 

It was a moving spectacle despite the frost, 
with the cannon outside the Parliament Build- 
ings booming out shots, with firing taking place 
simultaneously both inside 
and outside the Parliament 
pile.

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There seems always to be some learned 
crank or fool-killer taking the joy out of life. 

Now when the days are lengthening and we 
are looking forward to the touch of spring— 
that period when the young man’s fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love, and the jewellers and 
furniture stores look fondly towards a boost in 
business, a professor of psychology comes to put 
a kink in our dreams. His name is Dr, Ralph 
H. Grundlach. It sounds like the name of a 
kill-joy. He is assistant professor of psychology 
at the University of Washington. He Says it 
isn’t spring that makes the youth of our land 
think of love, but spinach. 

Says he in his cold-blooded and unromantic 
way: 

“In pre-canopener days, the average 
winter diet was deficient in fruits and vege- 
tables. With the coming of spring and 
garden foods, people felt better, and attri- 
buted it to the weather. It was really noth- 
ing more romantic than a change of diet.” 


So there you are. It isn’t the magic of sun- 
tipped splendor and the bursting forth of life 
in every bud and blade of grass; it’s merely the 
effect of fresh fruits and vegetables, with their 
stores of vitamins A, B, C, D, and E. 

Yet the college-bred girl will nat despair. 
If the brain-factory she has attended has done 
ils stuff for her, she will see that the ardency 
of her particular boy friend is kept at par all 
winter by encouraging him to take his daily 
glass of orange juice. 


But whether or not these vitamins lie at the 
root of the love impulse in spring, there is no 
question about their importance to health. For 
that reason, the announcement from Fordham 
University that members of the chemistry staff 
have succeeded in discovering an inexpensive 
short-cut process of extracting pure vitamin B, 
is of very great importance. 

Vitamin B with its three subsidiaries, is the 
vitamin that promotes appetite, prevents pelle- 
gra and protects against nerve diseases like 
beri-beri. It was the first of the vitamins to be 
discovered, Takaki, the German-educated 
medical head of the Japanese navy, learned by 
sending the cruiser Tsukaba on a nine months’ 
trip. He ordered the polished rice diet cut down, 
milk added and larger quantities of vegetables 
and meat. By so doing he found he could keep 
his crews free from the dread beri-beri that 
previously decimated his crews with the lassi- 
tude and paralysis of beri-beri. A disease that 
had raided mankind for thirty centuries could 
be controlled, It remained for a Cambridge re- 
searcher, many years later and after years of 
experiment in tracing the deficiency diseases, 
to learn that health depends on some minute 
accessory food substances in the dietary. Be- 
cause the first of these to be isolated proved to 
be a specific for beri-beri, it was initialled B. 

Since then biologists and chemists have 
worked out a young alphabet of vitamins. 
Mostly they are preventives. 

Vitamin A helps prevent eye and respiratory 
tract diseases. 

* Vitamin B protects 
pellegra. 

Vitamin C prevents scurvy, and is now being 
used experimentally with success against in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Vitamin D prevents rickets and regulates the 
proper growth of bones and teeth. 

Vitamin D is necessary for the reproduction 
processes. 

For some years it has been possible to manu- 
facture synthetic vitamin C, which is identified 
with levuloascorbic acid, but vitamin D could 
only be procured slowly and at expense through 
the use of salts of gold and platinum. Now the 
good news is known that vitamin D can be 
extracted cheaply and easily from rice polish- 
ings, yeast and wheat-germ by the use of a 
common water-softening substance known as 
permutit. The permutit separates the vitamin 
from the extracts in which it is present. 

The discovery of a ‘ante and inexpensive 
way to procure quantities of vitamin B inspires 
the hope that many of the quests of modern 
medicine may yet be solved by simple means. 
Vitamin A has been analysed but not yet syn- 
thesized. We still have to eat lots of carrots and 
Spinach to get the small amount of vitamin A 
we need, Hitherto we have been dependent on 
eating unpolished rice to get out vitamin B 
Vitamin C can be manufactured, but vitamin D 
is still a mystery so far as composition is con- 
cerned, Whatever it is, it is tied up with sun- 
light. Expose yourself to sunlight and you make 
your own vitamin D—a much more agreeable 
way than having to swallow cod-liver oil.

Guard Baby Against 
Rickets 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

It is fairly easy to guard the infant against 
rickets and if our present knowledge about the 
disorder was applied in the case of every baby, 
rickets would almost entirely disappear. That 
many mothers do not know how to protect 
their babies from rickets is shown by the fact 
that in cities as high as fifty 
per cent of all bottle fed bab- 
ies show some signs of rickets 
during the winter months. 
The time of year during 
which rickets is most likely 
to occur jis from November 
to May, with the peak of the 
cases coming in March. 
Rickets is most likely to de- 
velop in’ the infant between 
the sixth and eighteenth 
month. 

While rickets is a disease of the whole body, 
the bones are the parts most noticeably affected 
and it is from the softening of the bones that 
the disease takes its name, which comes from an 
Old English word, “wrikken,”’ which means to 
bend or twist. This probably refers to the 
bending of. the legs as bow-legs is one of the 
most prominent symptems of rickets. 

In addition to the deformity of the leg bones, 
rickets may cause a deformity of the chest 
called “pigeon-breast” and in severe cases the 
bones of the spine and of the pelvis may fail 
to grow normally, The teeth may be badly 
formed and the fontanel of the skull may be 
slow in closing so that,the baby keeps his “soft 
spot” longer than he should. Failure of the

bones to harden properly is one of the char-_ 


acteristic symptoms of rickets. 

Some of’ the earlier symptoms of rickets, 
which appear before the changes in the bones 
take place, are: constipation, restlessness, pro- 
fuse sweating about the head, and frequent 
rolling of the head back and forth on the pil- 
low which wears the hair off over the back 
of the head. The baby with rickets does not 
stand or walk as he should and the abdomen 
becomes large and flabby. Every mother 
should learn these early signs of rickets and 
watch for them, especially during the winter. 

The cause of rickets is a lack of Vitamin D 
in the body. Vitamin D has been called the 
“sunshine” vitamin and in many ways it is the 
most remarkable vitamin we have discovered. 
It may be obtained in two different ways: Vita- 
min D may be put into the body through using 
food which contains it, or your body may man- 
ufacture this vitamin when the ultra violet 
rays of the sun are allowed to shine upon the 
bare skin. Artificial san lamps or ultra violet 
ray lamps may be substituted for the direct 
rays of the sun and thus form an additional 
means of obtaining Vitamin D. 

The intense, year-around sunlight which 
floods down upon the tropics furnishes the un- 
clothed native baby with an abundance of Vita- 
min D and he is, therefore, not in the slightest 
danger of rickets. The Eskimo infant, shut 
away from the sun during the northern winter, 
could not depend upon the rays of the sun to 
guard him from rickets, nevertheless, he is safe 
from the disease because the diet of the Eskimo 
mother during the nursing period and during 
pregnancy, contains plenty of the foods rich in 
Vitamin D, such as fish livers. The baby born 
in the temperate zone is the one who must be 
guarded against rickets for during the stormy 
winter he will probably receive only a limited 
benefit from the Vitamin D built up through 
sun baths. The accepted method of protection 
against rickets in such circumstances consists 
of feeding the infant a Vitamin D preparation 
such as cod liver oil, viosterol, haliver oil, etc. 

Rickets is distinguished by being a “geo- 
graphical” disease and whether your baby is in 
danger of developing it, will depend to a great 
extent upon where you live. The treatment to 
be used, must likewise depend upon the clim- 
ate and in cold climates where little sunshine 
is available, special care must be given to 
prevent the disease trom appearing. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: K. L. M. asks: “What special 
elements do grapefruit contain which make 
them such a healthful fruit?” 

ANSWER: The grapefruit is healthful be- 
cause it contains vitamin C and a good supply 
of the food minerals which help to make the 
blood more alkaline. I recommend cutting up 
the entire fruit, skin and all, and soaking this 
in hot water and then drinking the effusion 
which will be found beneficial for those with 
liver trouble. In this way the patient gets the 
benefit of the organic quinine in the grapefruit, 
a large percentage of which is contained in the 
skin. m

Throxghout four years 
the Canadians fought the Ger- 
mans; after engaging in 26 bat- 
tles they marched in victory to 
the Rhine.” 

A companion tablet, also 
erected by the Canadian govern- 
ment, in the city hall at Mons 
records the sequel to the landing 
at St. Nazaire: 

“Mons was recaptured by the 
Canadian Corps on llth Novem- 
ber, 1918; after 50 months of Ger- 
man occupation freedom was re- 
stored to the city; here was fired 
the last shot of the Great war.” 

These 75 words tell the tale of 
Canada’s participation in the war 
in tabloid; but they are as elo- 
quent as volumes.

FULL CO-OPERATION 

Editor Bulletin: In your mail 
bag of Monday last a letter ap- 
peared, signed “Puzzled.” This

The decision not to hold a con- 
vention was made by a majority 
vote of the Central Council, The 
reason for this decision was the 
proximity of the session and the 
fact tha: no convention appeared 
to be needed at the present time.

the Northern Alberta Executive 
had decided to hold one.

Current Comment 


BUSINESS 

A slight downturn in inductrial 
operations occurred Jast month, 
owing mainly to seasonal influ- 
ences, The general scale of acti- 
vity was, however, much higher 
than in January of last year, 
about 60 per cent of the indus- 
tries included in our records re 
porting an advance, with another 
25 per cent showing operations 
on a level corresponding to that 
of the like month of 1935. Hav- 
ing regard to the marked decline 
in new construction work under- 
taken towards the close of 1935, 
this industrial record may be con- 
sidered as satisfactory. 

An industria! upswing is, howe 
ever, in prospect. New construce 
tion contracts let in January were 
more than double those of the 
preceding month and were, also, 
one-third larger than the awards 
in January, 1935. The recent rise 
was, in fact, of such proportions 
as to promise new orders to in- 


dustries allied with construction 
in sufficient volume to offset the 
lessened work in former months. 
Moreover the newsprint mills 
are now entering one of their 
busiest seasons with a prospece 
tive improvement in the demand 
for their products and without 
the handicap of burdensome 
stocks, as was the case a year 
ago when American publishers 
had accumulated abnormally 
large supplies in anticipation of a 
price increase. The lumber in- 
dustry has so far enjoyed favore 
able climatic conditions in cone 
trast with severe storms early in 
1935, which crippled the British 
Columbia industry for several 
weeks, while its export field has 
widened as a result of the partial 
reopening of the American end 
Japanese markeis. The British 
Columbia mills are reported to 
have booked sufficient new busi- 
ness to keep them well employed 
for some months ahead,—Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce.

GOVERNMENT 
TO RECOGNIZE 
BOXING DAY 


Will Be Declared Public 
Holiday By 
Statute 


If the legislature approves of a 
bill introduced into the legislature 
by Hon. J. W. Hugil!, K.C., attor- 
ney general, “Boxing Day,” the day 
after Christmas, and Remembrance 
Day, will be included in Alberta 
statutes as public holidays. 

The attorney general has intro- 
duced his bill as an amendment to 
the Interpretation Act and in addi- 
tion to providing for the two holi- 
days as outlined. it provides “for 
any day appointed by proclamation 
of the governor general in council 
or by proclamation of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council for a 
public holiday or for a feast or 
thanksgiving or as a day of public 
mourning.” 

Legislation is also under con- 
sideration to make things more | 
difficult for livestock rustlers. 

Amendments to the Brand Act 
provide that in cases where a per- 
son is charged with using an unre- 
corded brand or with putting his | 
own brand on ‘livestock, which he 
does not own without the authority 
of the owner, the fact that the stock 
is found in the possession of the ac- 
cused upon which there is a brand, 
shall be prima facei evidence that 
the brand was placed on the stock 
by or with the authority or assist- 
ance of the accused. 

Another Act introduced provides 
that there shall be no boring for 
water to a depth of more than 50 
feet without a permit and requires 
every well-driller shall make re- 
turns and reports as to the strata 
through which the well is bored.

PROTECTION 
AGRICULTURE 
EMPHASIZED 


Warner Member Outlines 
Views On Re- 


covery 
Continuation of honest protection 
for the agricultural industry must 
be exercised by the government, 
dec*’ared Solon Low, Social Credit 


member for Warner, in continuing 
the debate on the Speech from the 
Throne in the legislature on Wed- 
nesday. 

This must be done, he said “until 
the conditions again make it pos- 
sible for the farmer to meet his 
obligations. Here let me appeal to 
those who seek the protection of 
debt legislation. If you can pay 
your honest obligations, do not dis- 
credit the efforts of government to 
help you by refusing to lay all your 
cards on the table.” 

“This government,” declared Mr. 
Low, “is a government of courage. 
We know we shall find snags in 
our way, but we shall try. We 
shall not desert the people who 
placed us here. We can give just as 
good government as any of the 
parties and in addition we will give 
you Social Credit if you stay with 
us. We intend to give you such 
service as you have never exper- 
ienced in your lives. Do you want 
it?” 

GUARD RIGHTS 

Dealing with the financial situa- 
tion, Mr. Low declared that kings 
and governments had _ jealously 
safeguarded and insisted upon their 
right to issue money and cur- 
rency. “I insist that this is still the 
sacred obligation of the govern- 

ent, though many modern states 
have delegated this right to groups 
of financiers whose operations have 
militated against the best interests 
of the people. In order to assist 
agriculture in this province, the 
first step must necessarily be to 
again place in the hands of our 
government, the right to eontrol the 
circulation of purchasing power so 
that the amount of it may be 
adjudged to meet the actual needs 
of the people.” 


STRANGE CONDITION 

It was a strange condition, he 
said, that one great group of people 
owned the wealth and another 
small group monetized that wealth 
and controlled the circulation for 
their own selfish benefit. 

Assistance must be given the 
agriculturist by granting him pro- 
duction loans, as nearly free from 
interest as possible, with which to 
increase production at lower cost. 

The farmer's surplus production 
must be monetized and the pur- 
chasing power put into controlled 
circulation, Immediately the prices 
of basic produ: will rise to a 
fair level and the agricultural in- 
dustry would begin to revive and 
with it the general prosperity of the 
whole country. 


EXPECT BUDGET 
BY MONTH-END 


First evidence of stalling to gain 
time, was apparent in legislative 
circles on Wednesday when: gov- 
ernment members showed an in- 
clination to prolong the debate on 
the Speech from the Throne.

TARGE TOTAL 
TS PAID TO 
HURT WORKERS 


Workmen’s Compensation 
| Payments Involve Ex- 


tensive Amounts 


Since the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act came into effect on Aug. 
1, 1918, and to Dec. 31, 1935, a total 
of $9,826,33489 has been paid to 
injured workmen and their depend. 
ents, according to the annual ree 
port of the Workmen's Compensae 
tion Board, drafted by the chair- 
}man, Dr. Victor W. Wright and 
tabled in the legislature by Hon. 
Charles Cockroft, provincial treas- 
urer, 

In addition, the sum of $2,714,< 
150.70 has been expended for hose 
pital and medical treatment, mak- 
ing the total accident cost to Dec. 
31, 1935, at $12,540,485.59. 

To meet the pensions that have 
been awarded to permanently dis- 
abled workmen and the dependents 
of those who were fatally injured, a 
pension reserve fund has been es- 
tablished. This fund, as at Dec. 
31, 1935, had to its credit the sum 
Of $3,183,686.33 which is invested 
in legal securities yielding interest 
at five per cent 

The amount at the credit of this 
fund is not an operating surplus, 
but represents the amount required 
to meet future payments of pen- 
sions that have been awarded to 
| disabled workmen and dependents 
of those who were fatally injured, 

To provide for serious disasters, 
precaution has been taken through 
establishment of a disaster fund, 
which at December 31, 1935, 
amounted to $245,413.87 after pro- 
viding for the known cost of the 
Coalhurst disaster, The expediency 
of this policy was manifest In the 
Coalhurst disaster in which 16 
miners lost their lives. While the 
! exact cost of this accident eannot 
be definitely determined until 
claims are received the total cost 
is estimated at approximately $100,- 


During 1935, a total of $842,664.35 
was contributed by employers to 
the accident fund, through assess- 
ments levied upon the wages paid 
to their workmen, as compared 
with $444,237.20 for 1934. 

Outstanding and unpaid assess- 
ments as at December 31 last were 
| $98,792.71 as. compared with $76,- 
126.95 at December 31, 1934. 

Contributions from workmen for 


the medical aid fund totalled 
$236,651.07. 
The total accident cost for the 


year was $1,089,099.70. 

The number of accidents repor't- 
ed in 1935 was 11,058, being 1,450 
| in excess of the 1934 figures. Of the 
| total 59 were fatal and 72 resulted 
in varying degrees of permanent 
disabalities. 

Cost of administration of the Act 
was $116,03155 as compared to 
$111,202.42 for 1934, this including 
cost of maintaining mine rescue 
stations and administration of the 
Electrical Protection Act. 

In recent years, contributions re- 
quired from workmen to meet the 
cost of hospital and medical treat- 
ment has steadily increased and 
some criticism has been expressed 
by workmen and their organiza- 
tions upon the amount they are re- 
quired to’contribute to the medical 
aid fund. The scheme is one of 
mutuality within the various 
branches of the industry, and there- 
fore only contribution required of 
workmen is a sum sufficient to 
meet the medical and hospital ex- 
penses of injured warkmen, plus a 
small percentage of administration 
expenses, states the report.

OTTAWA, Feb. 12—Conservative 
members of the senate, now in a 
| majority in the upper house, will 
not employ their numbers to the 
embarrassment of the governmental 
minority, but will co-operate sine 
cerely, diligently and without pre- 
judice in reviewing legislation. 

This was the assurance given to 
Senator Raoul Dandurand, govern- 
ment house leader, by Rt. Hon. Ar- 
thur Meighen, Conservative leader 
in the senate, last night. 

In the past five years the Liberal 
senators had worked earnestly and 
helpfully with their Conservative 
colleagues. The latter were now in 
a position where they could recip- 
rocate and Senator Meighen assur- 
ed Senator Dandurand that this as- 
sistance would be forthcoming. 

He believed all members of the 
upper house appreciated the neces- 
sity of co-operating for the good of 
Canada and was confident the sen- 
ate’s deliberations would rebound 
to the credit of parliament and the 
country.
